No o ne can livelo ng i,n a Sco tch co mmunity 
witho ut no ticing the healthful lo o k o f th«* 
children, who se 1«kkJ co nsists largely o f o at­ 
meal, co mpared with tho se fed o n fine gro ins, 
o r even gro ats, which .arc the same, o nly 
witho ut the husks. This ehuII o r husk, ho w­ 
ever, which is left in the meal, co ntains so me 
po ints that act as a stimulant o n the co ats o f 
the bo wels to keep them active witho ut medi­ 
cine, and render this fo o d o f great Uuieiit to 
the dyspeptic. There is nv met ho d o f co o k­ 
ing o atmeal equal to the making o f }K*rridgc, 
and when pro perly prepared it is generally a 
.favo rite dish fo r breakfast, “ What makes 
yo ur o atmeal po rridge so go« k1?" is a frequent 
questio n in o ur ho use fro m strangers, and 
they think the meal must lie o f superio r qual­ 
ity. 
But to prepare it pro perly the water 
must Ik* tailing, necessary salt added, and the 
o atmeal then stirred in slo wly by sifting it 
thro ugh the fingers. The pro cess must no t 
be hurried if lumps wo uld Ik* avo ided. When 
it begins to bo il up well, sto p stirring and 
clo se the po t tightly. Set at the back o f the 
Sto ve while yo u co o k the rest o f the break­ 
fast. 
Lift the po rridge witho ut any mo re 
stirring, as it is this that breaks the grain and 
makes it waxy. The Sco tch do no t stir with 
a spo o n, but with a smo o th, flattened stick 
called a “spurtle,” that any o ne can make ac­ 
co rding to their o wn idea. This gives mo re 
evenness to the nuxing, and if co o ked in this headache o r o ther 
way the po rridge will be sweet, who le-grained, 
and who leso me.—Annie L. J ack, in Go o d 
Ho usekeeping.
